Army Calling on 
Guard, Active 
Reserves 


Washington, July 21 — (UP) — 


The army announced today it now 
!• calling up "non-divisional ele- 
ments" of both the national guard 
and organized reserves to active 
duty. 


This was the first announcement 


of mobilization of the na t i o n al 
guard. 


The units are being called, the 


army said, "as the need arises 
and facilities for their 
reception 


and training can be provided." 


For the "immediate present" it 


was not contemplated that units 
the size of a division will be called. 


The army said units will be 


alerted an estimated 30 days prior 
tc- movement so as to give mem- 
bers time to arrange their per- 
sonal affairs. 


The most recent figures released 


by the army gave the strength of 
the national guard at 332.000 arid 
army reserves at 600,000. No fig- 
ures were mentioned in today's 
announcement in keeping with the 
general policy of the armed forces 
against disclosing mo b i 1 i zation 
figures. 


The army noted that.it already 


has asked for immediate 
volun- 


tary active service of individual 
officers and enlisted personnel in 
certain grades and sttlls,, These in- 
dividuals are .being given up to 30 
days to report,

(/P)— United States Negro troops 
today drove North Korean Com- 
munists out of Yechon and

It was the first sizable American 
ground victory in in the K o r e an 
war. 


The Negro doughboys captured 


Yechon after a 16-hour b a t t l e 
which began yesterday afternoon 
and ended shortly after dawn to- 
day. Our casualties were light. The 
extend of enemy losses was 
un- 


known. 


Yechon is 60 miles northest of 


Taejon and 55 mi 1 e s north of 
Taegu.

Wives are virtually a, 
unit in believing that their hus- 
bands' alleged work is mostly play 
and consists of eating 
leisurely

of their time lolling on couches 
arid reading novels, 
interspersed 


with trips to the department stores 
and .picture shows. 


Each Envies Other 
How either one figures out that j 


the other manages to make a, liv- 
ing or keep a house going, no 
one explain but it is a fact that 
virtually every wife looks at her 
husband enviously as he puts on 
his hat of a morning and starts 
off to woitk and wishes that she 
had it that easy and nothing is, 
more common than for a husband, 
to say to his. wife: "Gosh!

If they suffered from it that 
is too bad but their own fault and 
not the fault of the press or pub- 
lic. 
But in the other category of 


cases the defendant is the victim 
of a plot to deny him a fair trial. 
Call hin>. a "fascist" and a "hate- 
monger," raise the proposition that 
it were blasphemy to criticize Roo- 
sevelt or to examine the ghsastly 
doom pronounced on Christian and 
Judean civilization at Yalta, and 
he goes into court with two strikes 
on him. This is Hitler's system 
justice. This is the way to smear 
and destroy business rivals. This 
is the phase of trial by propa 
gaoda in the mob atmosphere that 
Justice Jackson should have had 
the civic courage to challenge.
